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SOLDIERS’ HoME. 


The officers of the Home are as follows: 
Mrs. Susan M. Sheple, Commandant. 

Dr. Alfred M. Merriman, Surgeon. 

Earle H. McKenzie, Adjutant. 


Conditions at the Home remain about the same as pre- 
viously reported, year by year, except as a matter of course 
the members are growing older and more infirm as the 
years pass. The membership remains about the same, new 
members taking the place of those removed by death or 
discharge. As réported one year ago, new, larger and more 
modern hospital facilities are imperitively needed, and 
urged. New boilers have been installed under the special 
appropriation made by the 1922 General Assembly, improv- 
ing the heating of the many buildings on the Home grounds, 
and giving relief from the fear of a general collapse when 
most needed. 


An additional appropriation is requested to continue 
the improvements and repairs commenced in 1919. Some 
of the repairs which should be no longer delayed are men- 
tioned in the Commandant’s report. 


The Home was inspected and mustered on February 
15th, 1922, by Col. Charles W. Pearsall, Assistant General 
Treasurer and Inspector General of the National Home for 
Disabled Volunteer Soldiers. 


The amount received during the year under the act 
of Congress providing aid to the State Territorial Home is 
seven thousand six hundred twenty dollars ($7,620.00). As 
the fourth quarterly payment is received in December, and 
the fiscal year for the State in the future closing November 
o0th, but three quarterly payments will be received in 1923, 
for this year’s credit. 


The Home lost its Commandant, Murdock C. McKenzie, 
by death on March 3, 1922. During Commandant McKen- 
zie’s administration of nearly four years, he had been ably 
assisted by his daughter, Mrs. S. M. Sheple. The Board made 
a new departure by appointing Mrs. Sheple as Commandant, 
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and affairs at the Home have continued to move in the same 
satisfactory manner as heretofore. The members are as 
contented and seemingly as happy as could be expected of 
men in their condition and circumstances. The Board con- 
siders the appointment a success in every way. 


As usual the Department Commander of the Grand 
Army of the Republic and staff have visited the Home, also 
the other organizations connected with the G. A. R. The 
special committee of the Department of Rhode Island Re- 
lief Corp have continued their regular visits to the Home. 
The work for which they were appointed: has been a suc- 
cess, and their visits looked forward to with pleasure by the 
members. In addition to their regular entertainments, this 
year they were instrumental in having a double line of shade 
trees planted on the avenue leading to the Home, each 
tree dedicated to some veteran, and marked with the vet- 
eran’s name. The dedicatory exercises were conducted by 
the Committee, assisted by the officers of the Department of 
Rhode Island, G. A. R. 


Twelve meetings of the Board have been held during 
the year, two of which were held at the Home. As hereto- 
fore, the Executive Committee have continued their constant 
and thorough supervision of all affairs connected with the 
Home. Hon. Ezra Dixon, chairman of the committee, espe- 
cially, has given much valuable time and advice in the con- 
duct of the regular routine of the Home, and in the installa- 
tion of the new boilers and other improvements. 


DEATH. 


Murdock C. McKenzie, member of the Board, and Com- 
mandant of the Home since 1918, died at the Home on 
March 3, 1922.

AN AcT IN ADMENDMENT OF CHAPTER 104 OF THE GENERAL LAWS, 
ENTITLED, “OF THE RHODE ISLAND SOLDIERS’ HOME.” 


It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 


SECTION 1. Chapter 104 of the General Laws, entitled “Of the 
Rhode Island Soldiers’ Home,” is hereby amended by adding thereto 
the following section: 


Sec. 22. In addition to the use of Rhode Island Soldiers’ Home 
heretofore authorized, the State Board of Soldiers’ Relief may admit 
to and maintain in said Home, under such rules and regulations said 
board may prescribe, any person who has served in the army or 
navy of the United States during any foreign war in which the 
United States shall have been engaged, or in any campaign or expe- 
dition for which the United States government issues a campaign 
medal: Provided, that such person shall have been a resident of 
this State at the time of his enlistment and shall have been honor- 
ably discharged from such service, and at the time of his admission 
to said Home shall be, by reason of wounds, disease, old age or other 
infirmaties unable to earn his own living and shall have no adequate 
means of support. 


Sec. 2. This act shall take effect on its passage, and all acts and 
parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 


AN Act IN AMENDMENT OF CHAPTER 104 OF THE GENERAL LAws, 
Laws, ENvTITLep “OF THE RHODE ISLAND SOLDIERS’ HOME,” AND ALL 
ACTS IN AMENDMENT THEREOF AND IN ADDITION THERETO.

(PASSED JANUARY SESSION, 1919.) 


It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of Chapter 104 of the General Laws, entitled 
“Of the Rhode Island Soldiers’ Home,” as amended by Chapter 1045 
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of the Public Laws, passed at the January Session, A. D. 1914, and by 
Chapter 1633 of the Public Laws, passed at the January Session, 
A. D. 1918, is hereby further amended so as to read as follows: 


SECTION 1. The management and control of the Rhode Island 
Soldiers’ Home, established in this State for those men who served 
in the army or navy of the United States in the war of the Rebellion 
and were honorably discharged therefrom, who, by reason of 
wounds, disease, or old age, or other infirmities, are unable to earn 
their living and have no adequate means of support, shall continue 
to be in a state board to consist of the Governor, who shall be chair- 
man, the general treasurer, who shall be treasurer, the adjutant gen- 
eral, and nine qualified electors of the state, six of whom shall have 
served in the army or navy of the United States during the war of 
the Rebellion and were honorably discharged therefrom, and three 
of whom shall have served in the army or navy of the United States 
during any foreign war in which the United States shall have been 
engaged, or in any expedition or campaign for which the United 
States government issues a campaign medal, and were honorably dis- 
charged therefrom. Said nine qualified electors shall be appointed 
by the Governor, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate; 
and said qualified electors, now in office, shall continue to serve for 
and during the terms for which they were appointed. At the Janu- 
ary Session of the General Assembly of the year 1919, the Governor 
shall, with the advice and consent of the Senate, appoint a quali- 
fied elector who served in the army or navy of the United States 
during any foreign war in which the United States shall have been 
engaged, and was honorably discharged therefrom, for the term of 
three years. At the January Session of the General Assembly in 
each year thereafter, three such qualified electors, two of the War 
of the Rebellion and one of any foreign war in which the United 
States shall have been engaged, or of any expedition or campaign 
for which the United States government shall have issued a cam- 
paign medal, shall be appointed to succeed the members of said 
board whose term. shall next expire; and the persons so appointed 
shall hold their office until the first day of February in the third 
year after their appointment. Any vacancy which may occur in 
said board when the Senate is not in session shall be filled by the 
Governor until the next session thereof, when he shall, with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, appoint some person to fill such 
vacancy for the remainder of the term. Said members so appointed 
‘shall be duly commissioned and sworn to the faithful discharge of 
their duties under the provisions of this chapter. Said board shall 
be known as the “State Board of Soldiers’ Relief.” 


Sec. 2. This act shal] take effect upon its passage and all acts 
inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed.

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section 2 of chapter 104 of the general laws, entitled 
“Of the Rhode Island Soldiers’ Home,” is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

“Sec. 2. The said board is hereby authorized and empowered to 
take and receive in the name of the state any grant, devise, gift or 
bequest of real or personal property that may be made for the use 
and benefit of the Rhode Island Soldiers’ Home or the inmates or 
purposes thereof. All money so received, and all money received 
under the provisions of section 21 hereof, shall be paid over to the 
general treasurer and shall be kept by him as a special fund to be 
known as the Soldiers’ Home Fund. The board with the approval 
of the governor may sell and dispose of any real or personal property 
received under this section, and any property received under sec- 
tion 21 hereof, and the proceeds of such sale shall be paid over to 
the general treasurer to be made a part of said fund. The said 
fund shall be used to provide clothing, comforts and conveniences 
for the inmates of said home not otherwise provided for by law, 
and the state auditor is hereby authorized and directed to draw his 
orders upon the general treasurer for payments from such fund, 
for the purposes provided for in this section, as may from time to 
time be required, upon receipt by him of proper vouchers approved 
by the chairman and secretary of said board.”

NEED OF A NEW HOSPITAL. 


A new, up to date hospital and equipment is imperatively needed. 
The old building is unfit for any serious surgical work and its after 
care. 

For the present we are depending on the R. I. Hospital to take 
care of our operative cases, but the distance is such that even that 
at times is not advisable. 


As our Comrades grow older the infirmities of age become more 
apparent, and the hospital designed for the needs of 30 years ago 
is inadequate for present demands. 
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It takes time to build and equip a hospital and the coming session 
of the legislature should be asked for an appropriation for that pur- 
pose. The government is looking after the sick and _ disabled 
veterans of the late World War at present, but undoubtedly the 
state will be required to assume this responsibility in the near future 
and must be prepared for it. 


In conclusion I desire to express my appreciation to the members 
of the Board for the courtesy shown me, and for their hearty co- 
operation.

AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF CHAPTER 104 OF THE GENERAL LAWS, ENTITLED, 
‘“‘OF THE RHODE ISLAND SOLDIERS’ HOME.” 


It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 


SECTION 1. Chapter 104 of the General Laws, entitled ‘‘ Of the Rhode 
Island Soldiers’ Home’, is hereby amended by adding thereto the following 
section: 

Sec. 22. In addition to the use of Rhode Island Soldiers’ Home heretofore 
authorized, the State Board of Soldiers’ Relief may admit to and maintain in 
said Home, under such rules and regulations said board may prescribe, any person 
who has served in the army or navy of the United States during any foreign war 
in which the United States shall have been engaged, or in any campaign or ex- 
pidition for which the United States government issues a campaign medal; Pro- 
vided, that such person shall have been a resident of this State at the time of his 
enlistment and shall have been honorably discharged from such service, and at the 
time of his admission to said home shall be, by reason of wounds, disease, old age 
or other infirmaties unable to earn his own living and shall have no adequate 
means of support. | . 

Sec. 2 This act shall take effect on its passage, and all acts and parts of 
acts inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 

AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF SECTION 2 OF CHAPTER 104 OF THE GENERAL LAws 

ENTITLED, ‘‘OF THE RHODE ISLAND SOLDIERS’ HOME.” 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section 2 of chapter 104 of the General laws, entitled, 

‘Of the Rhode Island Soldiers’ Home”’, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


SECTION 2. The said board is hereby authorized and empowered to take 
and receive in the name of the state, any grant, devise, gift or bequest of real or 
personal property that may be made for the use and benefit of the Rhode Island 
Soldiers’ Home, or the inmates or the purposes thereof. All money so received, 
and all money received under the provisions of section 21 hereof, shall be paid 
over to the gerieral treasurer and shall be kept by him as a special fund to be known 
as the soldiers’ home fund. The board with the approval of the Governor may 
sell and dispose of any real or personal property: received under this section, and 
any property received under section 21 hereof, and the procedes of such sale shall 
be paid over to the general treasurer to be made a part of said fund. The said 
fund shall be used to provide clothing, comforts and conveniences for the inmates 
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cf said home not otherwise provided for by law, and the state auditor is hereby 
authorized and directed to draw his orders upon the general treasurer for pay- 
ments from such fund, for the purposes provided for in this section, as may from 
time to time be required. upon receipt by him of proper vouchers approved by 
the chairman and secretary of said board.” 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Twelve meetings of the Board have been held during the past year, 
one of which was held at the Soldiers’ Home. Frequent visits by 
members of the Board to the Home have been made during the year. 

The Home was inspected and mustered April 23, 1925, by Colonel 
B. Kk. Cash, Inspector General, Ne Davies: 

The amount received during the year under the Act of Congress 
providing aid to the State Territorial Home is eighty-six hundred and 
seventy dollars ($8,670.00). — 

The long needed: new hospital is now occupied and is now fur- 
nished by most every thing needed for the welfare of those who need 
physical care. A most convenient structure needed by the Surgeon 
and those in charge is now in evidence. 

The visit of the Finance Committee of the General Assembly ac- 
companied by the State Board of Soldiers’ Relief was a very pleasura- _ 
ble occasion. ‘The hospital as far as completed was favorably com- 
mented on. The appropriation made by the General Assembly for 
the building, equipment, etc., has been carefully expended under 
the direction of Comrade Ezra Dixon, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee. Another appropriation will be required to complete the 
hospital and for needed repairs. 

The yearly visit to the Home by the Department Commander and 
Staff of the Grand Army of the Republic, was made and everything 
was found satisfactory. 

Other visits have been made by the several Auxiliaries, not only 
have they brought generous contributions of good things, but they 
have brought furnishings for the convenience of the Comrades. The 
entertainments given by them have added an amazing weight of 
pleasure to the Comrades. 
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The Board wishes that arrangements can be made whereby Com- 
rades in their advanced age, who are married, will not have to be 
separated from their wives. Recently a couple, the Comrade in his 
eighty-seventh year and his wife in her eighty-second, who had lived 
together sixty-seven years had to give up living together—the Com- 
rade going to the Soldiers’ Home, the wife going to live with a niece.

RESOLUTION Makina AN APPROPRIATION FOR EXPENSES OF DECORATING GRAVES 
oF War VETERANS 


Resolved, That the sum of one thousand dollars be and the same is hereby 
appropriated, out of any money in the treasury not otherwise appropriated, to 
be expended during the fiscal year ending November 30, 1925, for the purpose of 
defraying the expenses of decorating on Memorial Day the graves of Civil War 
Veterans and of the veterans of any other war of the United States, said sum to 
be expended under the supervision and direction of the State Board of Soldiers’ 
Relief; and the State auditor is hereby directed to draw his orders upon the 
general treasurer for the payment of said sum, or so much as from time to time 
be required, upon the receipt by him of proper vouchers approved by the chairman 
and secretary of the State Board of Soldiers’ Relief.

An Act In AMENDMENT OF CHAPTER 104 OF THE GENERAL Laws, ENTITLED 
“Or THE RHopE ISLAND SotpiIErs’ Homn’’. 


It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 


Section 1. Chapter 104 of the General Laws, entitled ‘Of the Rhode Island 
Soldiers’ Home’’, is hereby amended by adding thereto the following section: 


“Sec. 22. In addition to the use of Rhode Island Soldiers’ Home heretofore 
authorized, the State Board of Soldiers’ Relief may admit to and maintain in 
said Home, under such rules and regulations said board may prescribe, any 
person who has served in the army or navy of the United States during any 
foreign war in which the United States shall have engaged, or in any campaign 
or expedition for which the United States Government issues a campaign medal: 
Provided, that such person shall have been a resident of this State at the time of 
his enlistment and shall have been honorably discharged from such service, and 
at the time of his admission to said Home shall be, by reason of wounds, disease, 
old age or other infirmities unable to earn his own living and shall have no 
adequate means of support.” 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect on its passage, and all acts and parts of acts 
inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 


An AcT IN AMENDMENT OF SECTION 2 oF CHAPTER 104 OF THE GENERAL Laws, 
ENTITLED “Or THE RHODE ISLAND SoLprERS’ Homn’”’. 


It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 


SecTION 1. Section 2 of Chapter 104 of the General Laws, entitled “Of the 
Rhode Island Soldiers’ Home’’, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Sec. 2. The said board is hereby authorized and empowered to take and 
receive in the name of the State, any grant, devise, gift or bequest of real or 
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personal property that may be made for the use and benefit of the Rhode Island 
Soldiers’ Home, or the inmates or the purposes thereof. All money so received, 
and all money received under the provisions of Section 21 hereof, shall be paid 
over to the general treasurér, and shall be kept by him as a special fund to be 
known as the ‘Soldiers’ Home Fund’. The board with the approval of the 
Governor may sell and dispose of any real or personal property received under 
this section, and any property received under section 21 hereof, and the proceeds 
of such sale shall be paid over to the general treasurer to be made a part of said 
fund. The said fund shall be used to provide clothing, comforts and conveniences 
for the inmates of said home not otherwise provided for by law, and the State 
auditor is hereby authorized and directed to draw his orders upon the general 
treasurer for payments from such fund, for the purposes provided for in this 
section, as may from time to time be required, upon receipt by him of proper 
vouchers approved by the chairman and secretary of said board.” 
Sec. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

I respectfully submit the following recommendations for your consideration: 


Hospital: Rubber runners on all ramps, additional furniture, copper con- 
ductors connected with the sewer, brass railings at all entrances, additional 
operating room equipment, ground around the hospital should be graded, seeded 
and some shrubbery planted. 

Main Kitchen: It will be necessary to replace old dish washing machine and 
install new sinks, a breadmixer is needed also a new steam kettle, sections of the 
tile floors need to be replaced, the dining room needs painting. 


Ward ‘‘A”’: Screens should be provided at all windows and doors. 


Boiler Room: A circulating pump is recommended also the laying of a cement 
floor in front of the boilers. 


General: Additional fire equipment, watchman’s clock and stations should be 
added and installed. The enclosed passageway work on which was begun last 
year should be finished, the elimination of many of the overhead wires and the 
placing of them in this passageway is recommended. 


I desire here to express my appreciation to the officers and members of the 
G. A. R., the Sons of Union Civil War Veterans, the Womans’ Relief Corps, 
Ladies of the G. A. R., United Spanish War Veterans, and their Auxiliaries, 
Kearney Post American Legion, and its Auxiliary, the Girl Scouts of America, 
and the Boy Scouts of America and the many friends for their loyal cooperation 
and personal kindness. 

I take pleasure in expressing my appreciation of the universal good conduct 
of the members and the faithful services and cooperation of the officers and 
employees of the Home. 

The new hospital, work on which was begun in September, 1924, was completed 
and the patients moved from the old building on September 5th this year. The 
new building is entirely adequate to meet the demands of the present member- 
ship, it is a source of great comfort to those of our members confined within its 
walls, and much credit is due those who had to do with its construction. 

In closing I desire to express to the members of the Board of Managers, espec- 
ially those of the Executive Committee, Hon. Ezra Dixon, Chairman, my 
appreciation of their kindly attitude and loyal support.

Twelve meetings of the Board have been held during the year, 
one at the Soldiers’ Home. A large number of visits have been made 
by members of the Board. The Home was inspected by Col. B. K.

On June 8th a Committee was appointed from the Board of Sol- 
diers’ Relief to see that the graves of Veterans of all wars were proper- 
ly marked with headstones and to see if the burial lots were in prop- 
er condition. | 

Considerable interest has been manifested throughout the state 
in this undertaking. As there has been no appropriation made for 
this work the expense of such draws from the Secretary’s Expense 
Account.

SECTION 2 OF CHAPTER 116 OF THE GENERAL Laws, ENTITLED “Or THE RHODE 
IsLAND SoLpIER’s HomeE”’. 


“Sec. 2. The said board is hereby authorized and empowered to take and 
receive in the name of the state, any grant, devise, gift or bequest of real or per- 
sonal property that may be made for the use and benefit of the Rhode Island 
Soldiers’ Home, or the inmates or the purposes thereof. All money so received, 
and all money received under the provisions of section 21 hereof, shall be paid 
over to the general treasurer and shall be kept by him as a special fund to be 
known as the soldiers’ home fund. The board with the approval of the Governor 
may sell and dispose of any real or personal property received under this section, 
and any property received under section 21 hereof, and the proceeds of such sale 
shall be paid over to the general treasurer to be made a part of said fund. The 
said fund shall be used to provide clothing, comforts and conveniences for the 
inmates of said home not otherwise provided for by law, and the state auditor 
is hereby authorized and directed to draw his orders upon the general treasurer 
for payments from such fund, for the purposes provided for in this section, as may 
from time to time be required, upon receipt by him of proper vouchers approved 
by the chairman and secretary of said board.

SecTION 2 oF CHAPTER 116 OF THE GENERAL Laws, ENTITLED “OF THE RHODE 
IsLAND SoLpIERS’ HoMB’”’. 


“Sec. 2. The said board is hereby authorized and empowered to take and 
receive in the name of the state, any grant, devise, gift or bequest of real or per- 
sonal property that may be made for the use and benefit of the Rhode Island 
Soldiers’ Home, or the inmates or the purposes thereof. All money so received, 
and all money received under the provisions of section 21 hereof, shall be paid 
over to the general treasurer and shall be kept by him as a special fund to be 
known as the soldiers’ home fund. The board with the approval of the governor 
may sell and dispose of any real or personal property received under this section, 
and any property received under section 21 hereof, and the proceeds of such sale 
shall be paid over to the general treasurer to be made a part of said fund. The 
said fund shall be used to provide clothing, comforts and conveniences for the 
inmates of szid home not otherwise provided for by law, and the state auditor 
is hereby authorized and directed to draw his orders upon the general treasurer 
for payments from such fund, for the purposes provided for in this section, as may 
from time to time be required, upon receipt by him of proper vouchers approved 
by the chairman and secretary of said board.”

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON GRAVE MARKING AND MEMORIALS. 


November 30, 1927. 
To the State Board of Soldiers’ Relief, 


State House, Providence, R. I. 


GENTLEMEN :—We have the honor to submit herewith the Annual 
Report of our activities for the year 1927. 


At the regular meeting of the Board held at the State House, 
June 8th, 1926, the following member's of the Board were appointed: 
Robert M. Pollard, of Pawtucket, Charles H. Bowden of Barrington 
and Lieut.-Colonel Willis C. Metcalf of North Providence, as a 
committee to obtain gravestones and to properly place them over 
the last resting places of all soldiers and sailors who had served their 
country in any of the wars that the United States have been engaged 
in, and whose graves had not been so marked with suitable grave- 
stones, also to properly mark with the official iron marker and flag- 
holders the graves of all comrades of all of the Wars that the United 
States has ever been engaged in and which graves have never been 
so marked.

Of this number we have received notice from the Q. M. G. O. at 
Washington that thirty-four (84) have been examined, approved and 
ordered cut and shipped, and should be received in the near future. 
The remaining sixteen will be approved and ordered cut and shipped 
as soon as the services of the comrades have been verified in the War 
Department at Washington, which is now being done. Asa result we 
are receiving cards from the Q. M. G. Office every few days notifying 
us of that fact. 

The cost of setting these stones is ten ($10.00) dollars each when 
done by the Board and includes carting from the different freight 
depots to the cemeteries. 
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We have found that in most of the large cemeteries the authori- 
ties of those cemeteries prefer to set the stones themselves and involves 
an average cost of $6.50 per stone and in these cases the Committee 
_ are obliged to pay for the cartage from the freight depots to the ceme- 
tery and this cost averages $2.50 per stone so that the total cost in 
in each case averages $10.00 per stone. 


This work necessitates a large amount of traveling in order to com- 
plete the arrangements and to properly inspect the job of setting the 
stones to see that the work is done correctly before the payment 
is made, see that the stones are carted to the cemetery, locate the 
grave and see that it is placed upon the right grave. And as the 
graves are scattered all over the State it will be seen that a large 
amount of travelling is necessary, as will be shown by the following 
table:

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The number remaining unmarked is not definitely known but from 
all information obtainable it will number several hundred and will 
require several years to complete. The record in one cemetery in 
N. Providence will explain. 


In this cemetery there are yearly decorated and flagged twenty- | 
seven (27) graves of veterans of the Civil War and of these but six 
(6) are definitely identified by name the other twenty-one are prac- 
tically unknown. Of course this committee will exhaust every effort 
to properly indentify these comrades but unless some of the decend- 
ants of these comrades or soldiers who served with them come forward 
with the necessary information it is feared that they will forever re- 
main unknown. 


To properly set the stones now ordered and to pay the necessary 
cartage on the same and to take care of those that are expected to 
be needed in the next fiscal year an appropriation of at least $1,500.00 
will be needed and this committee earnestly requests that this amount 
be requested if it is desired to complete this work. — 


The Sons of Veterans of Pawtucket report that they have found 
240 graves in St. Francis cemetery of Veterans of the Civil War 
that have no headstones; this is only one of the cemeteries to be in- 
vestigated. This condition only exists in the Roman Catholic cem- 
eteries where prior to 1927 no headstones were permitted on these 
graves but the present bishop has very kindly arranged with his 
graves committee so that these graves of our comrades can now be 
marked with the official gravestone. 


GRAVE MARKING AND REGISTRATION 


This Committee have marked with the official iron markers and 
flag holders the graves of one hundred and seventy-nine soldiers 
who have served in the different wars of the United States (there 
are a few graves that cannot be marked at this time owing to the 
fact that the appropriation for the purchase of gravemarkers is ex- 
hausted, and until the appropriation for the next fiscal year is avail- 
able they will have to wait) and owing to the large number of graves 
yet to be marked in this state it reeommended that every effort be 
made to have this amount increased so that this work can be carried 
on to a successful conclusion.

The Committee have covered a large portion of the northern part 
of the State including Smithfield, Glocester, Cumberland, and por- 
tions of Foster, North Scituate, and Johnston. 


A very large number of small cemeteries have been located on farms 
scattered over these countries and the ground has not been anywhere 
nearly completely covered as yet. 


No general attempt has as yet been made to mark the graves of 
the soldiers of the Revolutionary War until now and the Committee 
are greatly surprised to find that in many cases the graves of those 
who were men of great. prominence in both military and civil life of 
those stirring days are, with a very few exceptions, in no way 
marked, and in many cases the cemeteries are themselves uncared 
for and have grown up to brush and trees and many gravestones 
are pushed over by growing trees and in fact are in a deplorable con- 
dition. 

In one cemetery in Smithfield we found the grave of a member of 
the Continental Congress from 1776 to 1782, and buried in the same 
lot the graves of three of his sons all with fine military records in the 
same war. There are about 100 graves in this cemetery all neglected 
and showing no attempt to properly care for them and the cemetery 
itself! is in an unsightly condition. 

In another cemetery in Glocester we found the grave of a soldier 
of the Revolution who served from 1775 to 1782 as Colonel of the 
“2nd Regiment of Providence County Militia”, a splendid record, 
and near him his son who served three years in the Cavalry then 
known as ‘‘The Captain Generals Cavalliers”’ and participated in 
Sullivan’s and Spencer’s Expedition to Newport. This cemetery is 
on what was then the Colonel’s farm but now forgotten, and the farm 
has changed hands many times since the death of the Colonel and the 
present owners care nothing for the cemetery or those who occupy 
it, and we could name many similar cases, some containing soldiers 
with rank as high as Major-Generals all forgotten and neglected. 


It is hoped by your Committee that steps will be taken to bring 
this disgraceful condition to the attention of the next session of the 
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General Assembly with a view of having these conditions remedied, 
at least so far as they apply to the graves of those brave men -who 
stood ready to sacrifice their lives, if necessary, to give to their de- 
cendants a country and one fit to live in. 

This Committee has been greatly assisted by the members of 
the Grand Army of the Rebublic, the Sons of Veterans, Sons of the 
American Revolution, the Scituate Chapter of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, the American Legion, the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, and the Spanish American War Veterans, and we desire to ex- 
tend our thanks to them for the services rendered and the great in- 
terest that these patriotic societies have taken in this work. 

And we also desire to thank the state librarian for his help and 
through him to his clerk of records, Miss Daniels, for her pains- 
taking and very efficient work in finding the military records of these 
soldiers.
